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Stir Old Controversy

THS CAMBODIA DA11Y 

SRP council members in Ban- 
testy Meanchey’s Raipet commune 
submitted a complaint on Tuesday 
asking the commune chief to delay 
the election of 23 new village chiefs 
sdieduled for next week, dting un- 
resolved deputes over the last elec- 
tion five years ago. 

During the 2006 elections, in 
which commune councilors voted 
for village chiefe nationwide, the 
SRP won five village chief posi- 
tions in Poipet commune, the rul- 
ing CPP won four, and the Noro- 
dom Ranariddh Party won the 
remaining two. But tire results of 
that election were rejected by 
provincial authorities, and the 
elected chiefe never took up their 
positions. 

Now elections are scheduled for 
Monday to choose new chiefe for 
those 11 villages, plus another 12 
villages that were established 
recently. But SRP councilors say 
the results of the last election 
should be settled first, especially as 
the local political landscape has 
changed to their disadvantage 
since 2Q06. 

“The previous matter has not 
yet been resolved, but the com- 
mune chief recently created more 
villages, and now they are' organiz- 
ing an election for more village 
chiefs,” said Mean Sarith, an SRP 
councilor for Poipet City who 


oversees party activity in Poipet 
commune. 

He claimed the 2006 results were 
rejected becausethe SRP prevailed. 

But Poipet commune chief Son 
Seanhor; a CPP member, said the 
new election couldn’t be delayed 

“There were irregularities in the 
[previous] election, which is why 
the result was rejected," Mr Sean- 
hor said 

To be elected a candidate must 
first be formally nominated by fix; 
commune chief or deputy com- 
mune due( then must get at least 
six votes from the 11 members of 
the commune council Mr Seanhor 
said fhat 09 candidates had been no- 
minated so for. None are from die 
SRI 5 . 

The SRP complains that it has 
become impossible for them to get 
a candidate nominated after deputy 
commune chief Khal Thea, a for- 
mer member of the SRP, defected :

Mr Hassan and Mr A1 Serkal 
signed the $1 mUUoo agreement 
in Phnom Penh on Wednesday, 
According to Mr Hassan, Mr 
A1 Serkal had come to Cambodia 
to look into funding repairs to the 
current mosque, which is in poor 
condition, but decided instead to 
demolish it and build a new, 
much grander mosque in its 
place* 

The new building, designed by 
an Omani architect* will have 
seating capacity for more than 
1 ,000 people and will be known as 
A1 Serkal Mosque, Mr Hassan 
said. It will be completed in about 


18 months* 

According to Mr Hassan, Mr 
A1 Serkal has previously spom 
sorted some Cambodian Muslims 
to make the hajj pilgrimage to 
Mecca and is considering fund- 
ing another mosque in Phnom 
Penh's Meanchey district 

Xambodia lias good relations 
with the Middle East as well as 
Malaysia, Indonesia Brunei,* Mr 
Hassan explained ^because they 
know after Pol Pot, we need 
mosques and Islamic schools** 

Mr Hassan expressed the hope 
that the mosque would act not 
only as a place ^worship for Cam- 
bodian Muslims, but for Muslim
